Formulated 


Formation of a separate junior 


college district for Hartnell Col- 
lege came a step closer to reality 
this week. 

Trustees of the Salinas Union 
High School District decided at 
a special meeting Monday night 
to move ahead on plans for crea- 
tion of the new district. Super- 
intendent of Schools J. F. Ching 
went to Sacramento Tuesday to 
work out details of the proposal 
with the state board of education. 
Before leaving for Sacramento 
Dr. Ching said that the first 
move will be to petition the state 
board for permission to hold an 
election for creation of the new 
junior college district. Bound- 
aries of the proposed district will 
be the same as the present Sa- 
linas unjon high school district. 

“The change will not involve 
new taxes,” Dr. Ching said. “The 
change is being made to increase 
the size of the tax base for the 
college.” 

Once the new junior college 
district is formed it will be pos- 
sible for school districts contigu- 
ous to the college district to join 
the college district. 

While no official decisions 
have been made, Superintendent 
Ching reported that it was the 
unanimous opinion. of the board 
that. Hartnell A.g& M. should be 
included in the new college dis- 
trict. .

A total of 1/20 of an inch of 
rain is needed three hour’s previ- 
ous to game time to make the 
policy payable. When the insur- 
ance is paid, the amount taken 
at the gate is subtracted from the 
amount to be paid.
